A proposal is currently being 
studied to shift the authority of 
Community Colleges from the 
local governments to the State 
University System. It is hoped 
this proposal will be brought up 
before the 1971 Legislature as a 
Community College Act. 

Alfred Hallenbeck, trustee for 
Monroe County Community 
College, explained the goals of 
such a proposal to the N.Y. 
Board of Regents. Under state 
jurisdiction, it is hoped that a 
community college may _ be 
offered to all residents of New 
York State. The _ present 


Education Law was set up in 


1948 to offer World War II 
veterans technical training. He 
stressed that this old law must 
be revised to accommodate the 
present population. Since the 
costs of education have risen, he 
feels the present system 
inadequate. 

The present administration of 
a Community College consists of 
four trustees appointed by the 
governor and five by the County 
Legislature. As a result of the 
new proposal, county 
governmental control would be 
eliminated. The State University 
Trustees would then be the sole 
administrative power. College 
budgets would pass over the 
county and be sent directly to 
the state. The county would 
then pay a maximum fee per 


student. This new _ proposal 
would in effect, bring 
community colleges under one 
body, making them a 


closely-knit institution.

Enrollment Up 12 % 


Broome Tech’s full-time day 
student enrollment is up 12 % 
over last year to a record student 
body of 2,302, according to 
totals compiled by the college 
Admissions Office during the 
first week of classes. The fall 
term opened on Monday, Sept. 
14. 


The number of freshmen 
entering the college also 
constitutes a record total. There 
are 1,446 first-year students, 
which is an increase of 8 % over 
last year’s figure of 1,340. Last 
year there were also 708 seniors 
for a student body of 2,048. 

The number “of freshmen is 
larger than the college’s entire 
full-time student body was in 
1964, when the the freshmen 
and senior classes totaled 1,412. 

The steady increase in the size 
of the student body is shown in 


these total enrollment figures for 
the last nine years — 942 in 
1962, 1105 in 1963, 1412 in 
1964, 1564 in 1965, 1591 in 
1966, 1655 in 1967, 1823 in 
1968, 2048 in 1969 and now 
2302 in 1970. 

Liberal arts is the largest 
curriculum this fall, with 675 
freshmen and seniors. There are 
552 students in the business 
program plus 148 enrolled in the 
secretarial curricula. 


Other curricula with 100 or 
more students are electrical 
technology with 139, nursing 


with 107 and the general sfudies 
certificate program with 100. 
Figures used in _ this 
compilation are for full-time day 
students at the college and do 
not include the part-time day 
students or those taking evening 
courses through the Division of 
Continuing Education.

Statistics, offered the third 
term is a pre-requisite for Sales Management, which is offered the 
fifth term. Statistics is also a pre-requisite for Marketing Research, a 
sixth term subject. Therefore, these courses must follow a sequence. 
If a Business freshman fails Statistics, there is not much he can do. 
Because of the low number of students interested in taking Statistics 
this past summer, there was no summer program offered. For the 
Fall semester Mr. Cann requested Statistics be taught in Continuing
